A contribution of importance to the dis- 

cussion of the silver question was made by 
the Hon. Alrnonso Tart, of Ohio, in a 
speech delivered last Thursday evening at 
Sandusky, which is reproduced in our col- 
nmns this morning. Judge ‘Tart claims for 
silver an equal place with gold in the cur- 
rency of the world, and points out with con- 
vincing clearness the great advantage to the 
United States which will result from its 
restoration as a standard of value in aiding 
the resumption of specie payments and in 
paying the national debt. 
The long-winded and complicated prose- 
cution of Pinney, the Government officer 
guilty of all sorts of fiduciary rascality at 
San Francisco, took on an additional phase 
yesterday, in the finding of four indictments 
against him, his already onerous burden of 
bail being weighted with an extra $5,000 on 
each of the four indictments. A divorced 
wife of the accused man has published a 
letter unveiling the most repulsive depravi- 
ties in the man’s nature, and revealing the 
utterly fraudulent character of the most 
salient features of his defense. 


The series of dearly-bought Russian suc. 
cesses in front of Plevna was interrupted 
Wednesday, the Turks having attacked Gen. 
Sxope.orr with such persistent fury that he 
was finally forced to retire from the fortifica- 
tions which he had so brilliantly captured 
the day before. The Town of Plevna was re- 
ported to have been fired on Wednesday by 
the Kussian shelis which were poured into 
it at short range, and two explosions were 
observed. Six thousand wounded have al- 
ready been brought into the field-hospital, 
and no account is yet given of the number 
killed. 

In another portion of this issue will be 
found a cursory account of the famine in 
India. It is believed by reliable judges that 
this calamity is the most destructive blow 
which has ever been aimed at the human 
race since the begianing of secular history. 
The gigantic efforts of an opulent Govern- 
ment have been incapable of turning the 
tread of the gaunt monster, and it is known 
that, since the beginning of the suffering 
arising from the blight of year’s crop, 
500,000 unfortunate people have succumbed 
under the “silent but resistless sap” of 
stern starvation. 


Two important assemblies of Young Men's 
Christian Associations were in session yester- 
day, the Convention of the Dominion of 
Canada at Quebec, and that of the State of 
Michigan at Kalamazoo. A jocund figure 
of speech used by an orator in the 
latter reunidn, defining the diverse elements 
of theological belief constituting the founda- 
tions of the Unions, occasioned a good deal 
of merriment, and was a prominent feature 
of the proceedings. An important part of 
the work of these evangelizing organizations 
is devoted to the army of railroad operatives 
scattered over this broad land, and the re- 
ports on this sabject, particularly in Canada, 
are couched in language evincing the most 
gratifying suo. 
BETTER TIMES. 

All notable signs concur in the flattering 
prospect for the improvement of business 
which has been held oul by the coincidence 


of an abuadant harvest in the West and an 


exceptional demand for breadstuffs in Europe. 
Neither ore without the other would have 
been of material assistance to the country at 
large. A it is, it is now almost an absolute 
certainty that the farmers will receive for their 
crop all that they have counted on; it will 
put them in funds to reduce their indebPed- 
ness, be in larger stocks than they have 
been able to indulge themselves with for 
many years; the farmers will share their 
prosperity with the country merchants, and 
the country merchants with the city mer 
chants. The capitalists will regain confidence 
as tl iey receive their interest and proffers of 
money past due. Their anxiety to hoard 
what they have will give way to an anxiety 
to increase it, and they will cease to be so 
tanorous about investment. The banks, en- 
souraged by the growth of exchange, will 
become more liberal and furnish the funds, 
of which they have abundance at their com- 
mand, necessary for all the business demands 
of the time. . 

It is almost certain that the indications 
have not been misapprehended. ‘The feel- 
ing of improvement is too universally mani- 
fested to be deceptive; the basis of the im- 
provement is too real and substantial to Be 
delusive. Men in all conditions seem to be 
shaking off the lethargy which has op- 
pressed them for two or three years past. 
The habit of croaking will cease to be the 
fashion of the day. ‘The streots of Chicago, 
which is na.urally the first city to feel the 
change, attest by the crowds of hurrying 
people, and the din of crowded thorough- 
fares, more than the usual stir of 
the fall season. The places of amuse- 
ment have increased in numbers, and 
the audiences are large in size. There 
are brighter faces and heartier handshaking ; 
and nearly every one who is asked, no mat- 
ter in what business, reports that every- 
thing is livelier than he expected. The 
Bankers’ Convention in New York have re- 


facilities may be transitory; at all events, 
we may blame the Communists in part for 
the shortage, as the destruction of 2,500 cars 
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of encouraging the fallacy which seems to 
obtain in certain quarters that we are at the 
threshold of another carnival such as reigned 
in the country for a few years after the War. 
Fortunately there is no prospect for any such 
commercial dissipation as intoxicated the 
people in those days, and any one who spec- 
ulates upon such a revival will pretty surely 
be disappointed. The commercial prosperi- 
ty of the country neither depends upon nor 
wants a craze, in which stock-gambling and 
kite-flying will be the conspicuous follies. 
We have had enough of that sort of prosper- 
ity for a good many years to come, and have 
paid deariy for the debauch by the long- 
drawn-out sufferings since the panic. It 
may be that even the present price for grain, 
stimulated by a temporary demand to meet 
September sales in the East, are higher than 
they can be maintained, and a reaction may 
be reasonably expected ; but there is no dan- 
ger of a failure to realize permanently fair 
prices for the abundant supply, and this will 
surely bring about the enlarged prosperity 
we have dwelt upon. 
THE WAR IN EUROPE. 

The Russian successes before Plevna are 
not in themselves important. If they do 
not lead the way to a speedy capitulation of 
the town and the shattering of Osman’s 
army, they will be useless, There is no rea- 
son as yet tosuppose that anything decisive 
has been accomplished. It is true that the 
gallant young Sxonxtorr—who at 33 is a 
Major-General and the most dashing cavalry 
officer in the service has carried one of the 
redoubts; but this victory merely gives him 
a vantage-ground from which to attack the 
other works in the same way, or by regular 
process of siege. The situation in Bulgaria 
is too critical to admit of delay. Plevna 
must be taken and Osman beaten at once, or 
the issue of the campaign bo indefinitely 
postponed. The Russians attested their 
consciousness of this fact when they resolved 
to carry the Grivica redoubt by storm, 
and hurled regiment after regiment 
against the intrenched lines of the 
Turks. The Turks met them with 
volieys from the repeating rifles, and the loss 
of life was, according to the precedents of 
this war, very great. It is admitted that 
5,000 were wounded, and it will not be sur- 
prising if later returns shall show that as 
many were killed. Victory came to the Rus- 
sians at last when they had almost aban- 
doned hope, late in the evening, and after 
the Emperor had left the field. This victory, 
in order to be valuable, must be followed 
immediately by similar attacks on the remain- 
ing redoubts, and similar successes. It will 
not be enough to hold Osman in check at 
Plevna; he must be crushed at once, or the 
fate of the campaign will be decided on an- 
other field. 

The reason why the Russians are in haste, 
and why they need to be in haste, is that 
they are threatened onthe flank by Meuzmer 
Aut, who with the Rasgrad army drove the 
Czarowitch from the Lom to the Jantra, and 
was only checked at Biela by strong rein- 
forcements, diverted from their original des- 
nation at Plevna to meet the new danger. 
If Mrnrurr Alt had beaten the Czarowitch 
and fallen onthe Grand Duke Nicuoxas, as 
he was very near doing, the story of the 
Russian campaign for this year, at least, 
would have been concluded. It was essen- 
tial to the Russian cause that he should be 
driven back. He has been driven back, 
thanks to the reinforcements, but he has not 
been whipped; and he may, at any mo- 
ment, offer battle to the Czarowitch with the 
desperate purpose of cutting his way 
through to Plevna and effecting a junction 
with Osman. 

There is one other army that should not 
be left out of the account in a study of the 
situation. Nothing has been heard from 
Solms Pasha for several days. The last 
reports represented him as being still in the 
Schipka Pass, but there has been a sudden 
and total cessation of operations in that 
neighborhood, and it may be, nay, it is 
probable, that the bulk of his army has been 
withdrawn. J he should cross the Balkans 
higher up, through the Iron Gate, as he 
should have done in the first place, and effect 
a junction with Mzmemer ALI, the situation of 
the Russians would be again most critical. 
Fighting as they do in the open field, they 
have been obliged to pit 100, 000 men at 
Plevna against 60,000. Their remaining 
forces will hardly be more than a match for 
the combined armies of Suuzman and Mz- 
HEMET ALI. 

It may be said, then, that the issue of the 
campaign hangs upon one of two events, — 
the immediate capture of Plevna by the 
Grand Duke Nicwoxas, or the defeat of Mz- 
femeT and Sura on the Jantra by the 
Czarowitch. One of these events, or both, 
must soon transpire if the Russians are to 
gain any considerable success during this 
campaign. The meagreness of recent reports 
from the armies of the Czarowiteh and Mr- 
HEMET should not blind the observer to the 
importance of the movements in which they 
are engaged. Indeed, itis not rash to pre- 
dict that the next news will come from 
that quarter, and that it will go far to decide 
the fate of the campaign one way or the 
other. 


WADE HAMPTON AT ROCKFORD. 

When atypical Southron like Gen. Wapz 
Hampton goes into an old hot-bed of aboli. 
tionism like Rockford, is received with open 
arms by the people, and responds to their re- 
ception in words made eloquent by the evi- 
dent sincerity of the speaker; it looks as 
though reconciliation were almost a fait ac- 
compa. We are not disposed to gush, nor to 
regard all the perplexing problems growing 
out of the War and reconstruction as definite- 
ly and satisfactorily settled ; but we find in 
the event to which we refer the promise and 
evidence of good feeling which warrants a 
confidence that all these questions will be 
settled, and that there will be the peaceful 
and fraternal relations between the people of 
the North and South which are necessary to 
the political welfare and commercial pros- 
perity of the whole country. 

We certainly approve of Gen. Hampron’s 
Rockford address, not merely as a brilliant 
piece of oratory, but as being well consid- 
ered, in good taste, and the right tem- 
per. Though it was an address before the 
County Agricultural Society, on the occasion 
of an agricultural fair, the public appear- 
ance of Wan Hampron, of South Carolina, 
before any assemblage of Illinois people 
merely to talk about agricul 
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slightest rancor either as against his former 
enemies on the battle-field nor the later ene- 
mies who helped to his State after 
the War. In the hand of fellow- 
ship that was extended to him, there was a 


manly assertion of self-respect in justifying. 


the sincerity of the motives which actuated 
him and others like him in the War of the 
Rebellion, while conceding equal purity of 
purpose to those who were opposed to him. 
The spirit and tone of his address recall a re- 
mark recently made by Gen. Jon Haw ey, 
who said, ‘I find no trouble in getting along 
with Confederate soldiers,” and added, 
„When we find men who live up to their 
ideas of honor and right, we shouldn’t expect 
them to get down on their knees nor ask 
them to take back anything.” 


There can be little doubt that men like 


Wane Hampron in the South bave developed 
a stronger sentiment of nationality than ever 
existed in that section before the War, and 
that their struggle of late years has been for 
local self-government against carpet-baggers 
who had plundered them, and not against 
the Union, the Constitution or its amend- 
ments. There were two things cited by Gen. 
Hampton which strongly confirm this view 
of the Southern complications, viz. : (1) The 
conduct of the Southern members of Con- 
gress in honorably adhering to the Con- 
gressional compact for counting the Electoral 
vote, and openly discouraging the efforts of 
certain Northern Democrats to precipitate 
revolution in the first instance, and after- 
wards to break their compact by filibuster- 
ing; and (2) the peaceful end sympathetic 
attitude of the South during the recent rail- 
way strike and labor troubles at the North, 
when the Southern States made liberal 
proffers of volunteers and aid in behalf of 
law and order. These were practical evi- 
dences of fellowship and a common nation- 
ality which should not be forgotten. 

There is one circumstance connected with 
Gen. Hamprton’s visit which points a moral. 
He received several anonymous communica- 
tions, of which the following is a specimen : 

You darned old Rebel, if you or any of your 
stripe come to Rockford to make a public speech, 
you may expect to go back ina box. Thereare 100 
other veterans besides myself who have consttuted 
themselves a committee to that effect. A word to 
the wise. 

Had a Northern Republican visited the 
South on a mission similar to that which 
brought Gov. Hampton to Illinois, and hed 
he received threats of this same kind, there 
is no doubt that the implacable newspapers 
of the North would have given them curren- 
cy as significant of the spirit and disposition 
of the Southern people. It may be that the 
extreme newspapers at the South will repro- 
duce this lettes as a sample of the Northern 
sentiment toward the Southern people, not- 
withstanding Gov. Hampron’s declared belief 
that there was not 100 out of the 3,000,000 
Northern men that fought in the War who 
would be guilty of such a thought. Bat 
in either case, such use of exceptional 
baseness is manifestly unfair; and, now that 
it is brought home to us, we may under- 
stand that the North has been too frequently 
misled by similar episodes that were only in- 
dicative of the occasional depth to which 
human depravity can descend. 

It would be well if there could be more 
frequent interchange of sentiment between 
the North and the South after the manner 
secured through Wapz Hami.ton’s appear- 
ance at Rockford, A good deal of mistaken 
rancor would be thus wiped out. We think 
even good might come of Buiarnz’s making a 
speech in Georgia, and Ben HILL N doing the 
same thing in Maine. At all events, the ap- 
pearance of President Hayzs in the South 
would certainly be productive of a better un- 
derstanding, and a more rapid development 
of the pacification and fraternization which 
his policy first fairly inaugurated. 

TAXATION OF DEBTS. 

We print several communications on 
this important question. One of these is 
from New York City, and the writer has 
progressed far enough to discover that a 
loan made in Illinois on real estate ought not 
to be taxable in New York, though the person 
making the loan resides there. That is the 
case Of KinTLAND precisely, and R. G. T.“ 
reverses the decision of the Connecticut 
Court. He thinks, however, that when a 
bond is given to a man in New York for 
money used in businessin Chicago, the New 
Yorker must be taxed, because the Chicago 
merchant is allowed to deduct what he owes 
from the taxable value of the goods in which 
he has invested the borrowed money. This 
is an error. The State of Lilinois, and we 
suppose all other States, taxes the property 
wherever it is found, and takes no notice 
whether it is paid for or not. Property and 
not persons are taxed, and no deductions are 
made in the taxable valuations of 
tangible visible property because of 
any indebtedness on the part of the 
person in whose possession it may be found. 
So our New York correspondent will see 
that his fear that the money loaned here may 
escape taxation altogether is groundless. 
While we are criticising the law of Connec- 
ticut, we do not wish to be understood as 
considering the laws of this State as perfect. 
Our Revenue law provides for double taxa- 
tion, but it confines it within the limits of 
the State. For instance, if Jones owns a 
horse which he sells to Surrn, taking Surrn's 
note therefor for $100, payabie in one year, 
Situ is taxed on the horse and Jonzs on 
the note, while even a Connecticut Court 
would have difficulty in finding out how the 
operation of sale had duplicated the value of 
the property. The only “ property” in the 
case is the horse. Yet the State collects 
taxes on his value and also on the note, 
thus getting taxes on $200, when all the prop- 
erty in the case was the one horse. 
While the State of Illinois practices 
double taxation in this manner, she 
respects the authority of her sister States. 
She does not, for instance, tax anybody here 
for property owned in Indiana, New York, or 
Connecticut. While she robs and plunders 
her own people, she respects the rights of 
other States. She does not attempt to col- 
lect taxes within what Senator Eaton would 
describe the “jurisdiction and under the 
flag of the sovereign State of Connecticut ; 
a jurisdiction which existed, and a flag that 
floated on every sea, long before the Federal 
Union was called into existence by the inde- 
pendent action of the co-equal, indestructi- 
ble, and supreme sovereignty of independent 
sovereign powers.” 

Another correspondent, “8. D. F.,“ like 
all the others, forgets that taxation is levied 
upon property and not upon persons. The 
State finds the property and taxes that, and 
has nothing to do with the ownership. As 
to who should pay the taxes, that is a matter 
for agreement between the parties, enforce- 
able by the Courts as between the persons in- 
terested. The State looks to the property 
alone, and, if the taxes are not paid, it seizes 
and sells the property. 

— 

The discouraging facts that Turkey and 

1 appealed to arms for the arbitra-

tional Law to interfere with its reunion this 
year. In 1876 the Institute thought it best 
to postpone its meeting, but it determined 
to assemble this year, and since the 10th 
inst. has been im sessidh at Zurich. The 
latest number of the Revue de Droit Inter- 
national contains a full resume of the propo- 
sitions to be submitted to the Institute for 
enlarging and improving the law of nations. 
As the interstitial growth of modern commu- 
nities progresses, the development of inter- 
national Jaw becomes constantly more impor- 
tant and better deserving of general atten- 
tion. The same number of the Revue has an 
instructive article by Prof. Vow Baz, of the 
University of Breslau, on the diverse inter- 
pretations of the treaty of extradition be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 


THE BANKERS ON RESUMPTION. 

We had some remarks yesterday concern- 
ing the debates in the Convention of Bank- 
ersin New York City. On Thursday, Mr. 
Grorsseck, of Cincinnati, delivered a speech 
on the financial question, and especially on 
silver, which seems to have shaken the Con- 
vention in all its parts. It was a congrega- 
tion of men who came together to take such 
action as would impress the country with the 
idea that the moral, political, and financial 
salvation of the nation and of the people de- 
pended on the vbliteration and prohibition, 
within the shortest possible time, of every 
form of currency except gold coin, and con- 
sequently the payment of every form of 
debt, public and private, and the transaction 
of all business in the same exclusive curren- 
cy,—gold coin. Mr. Groxspecn’s speech on 
the subject of silver seems to have staggered 
the Convention; it was the speech of one of 
the ablest lawyers in the United States, and 
one of the purest statesmen of the country. 
He was not a candidate for office, nor has he 
ever been a demagogue in any sense. The 
original purpose of the Convention, Gold 
for everything,” seems to have been aban- 
doned, and the Convention confined its de- 
mand and recommendations to resump- 
tion in coin.” Here is the general resolu- 
tion: 

Resoloed, That in the opinion of this Associa- 
tion the early resumption of specie payments is 
necessary to the restoration of general prosperity 
and social progress throughout the nation; that the 
general use of coin, the measure of value, as for- 
merly, will alone secure these certain rewards to 
labor and impart that steadiness to the value and 
price of all property which is required to stimulate 
enterprise and give proper cnconragement to every 
useful industry; that the time bas fully come when 
an enforced currency, the expedient@f war, should 
be gradually removed, while ali conditions in the 
country are most favorable to thatend; that it is 
essential to the highest welfare of the American 
people that their trade and commerce should all 
be conducted upon the standard of value which 
the most advanced commercial nations in the 
world nave adopted; that tae general resuniption 
of coin-payment can be best secured and main- 
tained by the co-operation of the Government and 
people through the agency of the banks, which is 
earnestly recommended; that by such a co-opera- 
tion the resources of the country will be most 
effectually reached, whether in smaller or larger 
sums, and absorbed into the hands of the Govern- 
ment, and present bountiful harvests and increas- 
ing mechanical manufacturing productions of the 
nation will thus contribute to resumption; that 
this great end can be secured with the co-operation 
of the people by the means already provided for by 
law. 

The reader who noticed the debates and 
proposed resolutions of the first day’s pro- 
ceedings will be more surprised by what 
this resolution does not say than by what it 
does say. The somewhat lengthy resolution 
will be searched in vain for the word gold, 
which in the first day’s debates furnished 
the only possible hope to the speakers. 
The Convention finally decided that *‘the 
general use of coin, the measure of value, as 
formerly, will alone secure those certain re- 
wards to labor,” etc. The reader will see 
that this includes silver and its free circula- 
tion and general use as a legal-tender as 
formerly. This is something widely differ- 
ent from resumption of specie payments in 
gold coin alone. It leaves specie resumption 
at some time possible, because it admits the 
agency of silver coin,—the only coin which 
for years to come the country can accumu- 
late in sufficient quantity to justify a return 
to specie payments. 

We agree with the Convention that the 
war currency should be retired, but it 
cannot be retired until there is some- 
thing provided to take its place. The 
demonetization of silver was a measure 
to delay and defeat the return to specie pay- 
ments. It has prevented the coinage and 
accumulation in this country of probably 
$150,000,000 of silver, and still delays such 
coinage and accumulation. The collection 
of $50,000,000 of silver coin annually would 
be a rational preparation for the resumption 
of specie payments, because there can be no 
permanent return to specie payments until the 
coin in the country equals the amount of 
paper; and as in France, where the coin 
equals 93 per cent of the paper, the country 
dare not resume specie payments because of 
the effect it would have on the general in- 
debtedness of the country. The mere fact 
that there is coin enough to le the Gov- 
ernment to redeem the gree is not, 
sufficient to justify a requirement that all 
the indebtedness, public and private, of the 
country shall be paid in coin. The green- 
backs are but a small portion of the debt 
whid is now not*iigable in coin, and before 
such a requirement cif justly be made 
there must be an accumulation of the metal 
sufficient to supply the whole country with- 
out a contraction of the currency. 

We agree with the Convention that specie 
resumption should be the work of the pri- 
vate business and capital of the country. It 
should not be the work of the Government 
alone. The duty of the Government is to 
remove the obstructions which it has placed 
in the way of such resumption. Redeeming 
the greenbacks in coin on the Ist of January, 
1879, if the greenbacks are to be permanent- 
ly retired when redeemed, will amount to 
nothing more than withdrawing them from 
circulation. It does not require coin re- 
demption to accomplish that end. If the 
Government will offer a 3 per cent bond at 
par in exchange for greenbacks, it can retire 
the whole $360,000,000 without the use of a 
dollar of coin. If itis to purchase gold at 6 
per cent annual interest to take up paper 
that may be funded at 3 per cent, the end 
will be accomplished at a fearful annual cost. 
By all odds, if the retirement of the green- 
backs be the end sought, the funding opera- 
tion is the wisest, simplest, and least expen- 
sive that can be adopted. If the greenbacks 
when redeemed are not to be retired, then 
the “‘enforced currency, the expedient of 
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sufficient pledge for the payment of bank- 
notes for an equal number of dollars, and 
direct taxation not levied on capital in any 
other form should be repealed, With coin 
accumulated in the Treasury and the banks 
and in private hands to a sum sufficient to 
meet all the demands of business and to 
take the place of the currency retired, 
specie payments will be accomplished with- 
out the force of law, without expansion or 
contraction of currency, and without increas- 
ing or reducing indebtedness, and of course 
without distress or disturbance of values. 


THE FUTURE OF ENGLAND. 

A number of English journals have lately 
entertained their readers by prophesying the 
decline of British influence. They have 
made the „ and have im- 
parted to it an air of romance. There is al- 
ways a certain fascination in studying the 
causes of an empire’s decay. Moreover, the 
English people feel that they may safely 
take part in any discussion of this nature, 
inasmuch as the period of decay is made, 
by common consent, remote. One writer 
assumes that the chief cause of English 
supremacy—the cheapness of fuel—vwill 
not disappear for two centuries, and another 
indulges only in vague speculations as to 
what may happen if the population is at any 
future day reduced to 6,000, 000. Reflec- 
tions based on these premises are scarcely 
more than fancy sketches, and it is doubtless 
because the Euglish people feel them to be 
so that they are enjoyed so keenly. We are 
prepared, however, to go farther than any of 
the English writers, and to maintain that 
British influence will begin visibly to decay 
not two centuries hence, but within half a 
century ; indeed, the beginning has already 
been made, and though it is not larger than 
the gap in the dyke which a child’s hand 
could stop, it is important te those who ap- 
preciate the forces in operation and the 
means of resisting them. 

Coal and iron have made England great. 
The first material is essential to the pros- 
perity of her manufactures. Without an 
abundant and cheap supply of fuel, the Man- 
chester prints cannot maintain a successful 
competition with the prints of Lowell ; Shef- 
field cutlery must give way to the cheaper 
and better wares of Meriden; and the wool- 
ens of Leeds be superseded by those of 
Providence. Coal has become of late years 
noticeably more difficult to get. The miners 
have gone deeper and found less. Fire-damp 
and water have increased with the depth be- 
low the surface, and the evidences of ex- 
haustion at an early day are multiplying. 
Every addition to the price of coal, 
other things being equal, adds to 
the cost of all manufactured articles. 
England has no water-power to compete 
with that which may be found in such 
favored countries as our own. Moreover, 
she cannot look to the Continent for a sup- 
ply of the fuel which she so badly needs. 
France and Germany are short of coal. 
Italy has not a pound of her own. Spain 
has long been a pensioner on the rest of the 
world. Austria has not more than enough 
for her own consumption. Only Russia and 
Turkey claim to have vast possessions, and 
the e are undeveloped, doubtless exaggerat- 

, and in no event more than sufficient to 

pply the increasing want of countries ad- 
jacent to them. Besides, England cannot 
hope to bring her coal from a distance and 
then undersell all competitors in the markets 
of the world. 

The experience of the English iron-miners 
has been much the same as that of the colliers. 
As it is no longer an unheard-of thing for 
coals to be carried to Newcastle, so it is not 
unusual for American cutlery to be sold in 
Sheffield. Our steel rails compete with 
those of English manufacture in Cafiada, al- 
though American rolling-mills labor under 
the disadvantages imposed bya pernicious 
tariff. system. Our supplies are practically 
inexhaustible, while those of England are 
not only failing, but in some instances have 
failed. American tools are famous the world 
over, as well for their excellent quality as for 
their cheapness. The mixture of a small 
quantity of the English or Swedish iron with 
our Own produces a material that is unrivaled 
for many purposes of manufacture, and the 
efficiency of our labor as compared with that 
of European countries counts heavily in our 
favor in every contest for trade. If it 
were not for our foolish navigation laws and 
our suicidal Protection policy, the United 
States might by this time be dividing almost 
equally with England the foreign commerce 
she enjoys. As these restrictions are re- 
moved, and the natural resources of this 
country come into full play, the transfer of 
commercial interests from England to the 
United States will be large and rapid. 

What will the future of England be? Sup- 
posing her forges and factories to be closed 
and her shipping to be rotting, as American 
shipping has rotted, at the wharves, her pop- 
ulation must decrease in proportion with the 
shrinkage in the means of supporting life. 
A commercial people will not remain where 
commerce has ceased to flourish. The thriv- 
ing merchants and manufacturers of En- 
gland, since they cannot get the coal and iron 
they want at home, will go where these are 
to be found. The London Spectator pictures 
the future in this pathetic manner : 

An emigration of 1,000,000 a year will thin us 
down to thé level the land can support, and bring 
a sudden access of strength and energy, perhaps 
feverieh strength and energy, to every land whose 
rulers speak the Engiish tongue. Anstralia, Poly- 
nesia, the two temperate Americas—for the Span- 
ish Creole and the Indian will bave long since 
yielded to the Teuton—will be filled with the immi- 
grants, who may even settle also, and of course 
rule, on the highlands of Brazil, and England wil) 
be left to 6, 000, 000 or 8, 000, 000 of agriculturists, 
mostly stock-growers.

The statement embraces eighteen 
places in the United States and Canada, from the sea- 
ports to Duluth, Peoria, and St. Louis, and the amount 
afloat on lake and canal. The whole amount of wheat 
Sept. I was 43546.588 bu. At the same date last 
year the amount was 7.246.938 bu. Thus the quantity 
last vear was more than. 70 per cent greater than. this. 
Yet there bas been much talk of the enormous yield 
of wheat. We suppose that this shortage in the visible 
supply has been largely caused by the bear opera- 
tons in breaking down the market after harvest. This 
caused the farmers to hold back. A rise in price has 
stimulated receipts, and they are at present larger than 
us@al at all the ports. But the receipts of wheat at the 
six lake ports—Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, Detroit, 
Cleveland, and Dujuth— from Jan. i to Sem. 1, are 14, - 
000, 000 bu short of the amount in the same lod last 
year. The rec of all Kinds of grain are the ag 
FCregat . 000,000 short fer the same year. 

Referring to the generally admitted fact that the 
wheat crop of the British Isles is the poorest known 
in the past thirty-four years, the London cho says: 

Looking for the special reasons accounting for the

There are but few women who, during the first 
ears of married life, have not had to unlearn de- 
ore they could learn to adapt themselves to cir- 
cumstances sufficiently to enable them to be to 
their husbands really and truly a helpmeet. They 
have experienced for themselves the truth that no 
man is perfect, and that all afé liable to err. Iam 
not thinking of those marriages which are mereiy 
bargains; when a woman marries a man for whom 
she cares nothing, except that through him she 
can enjoy the satisfaction of dressing better than 
her associates, and exciting their envy by her die- 
play of jewels or equipages, she gets the only kind 
of happiness she desires; and if sbe have mind and

quires a consummate knowledge of physiological 
chemistry and considerable tact and ingenuity.

sumption requires as much attention as the making 
of the finer class of cheese. 
tiveness to change of temperature requires great 
attention in order to keep it from spoiling.

After 


they number a dozen or more, I would advise the 
foliowing method of making Koumiss for home use 
in small quantities. Procure a few bottles of old 
Koumiss. Tais old Koumiss contains a pecoliar 
ferment called Kor by the Tartars. This 
Bor is the sediment of the bottle, which is 
dried and reduced toa powder. The sediment of 
one, or even the whole bottle, solid and fluid 
together, is added to five bottles of 
new sweet milk; add to this half a pound of pure 
sugar, or sugar of milk. This is placed in a stone 
jar, apd allowed to remzin until fermentation be- 
ins. whichis manifested by the taste and the 
ormation of carbonic acid in bubbles arising from 
it. This fermenting milk is then bottled up like 
champagne, with tigntly tied corks, and immedi- 
ately placed in a cooi cellar orice-closet, where the 
temperature wil! not rise above 60 deg. F. Ina 
few days this will be ready to drink. fi will look 
like milk, and be very effervescing. So powerful 
is its effervescence that it cannot be conveniently 
drawn from the bottles without the aid of a 
champagne tap, which is a sharp-pointed metal 
faucet, not larger than a straw. This is thrust 
17 the cork, and the amount desired allowed 
ass Out. 

This kind of Koumiss 1s called ‘‘ Full Koumies, 
and isnot suitable as a beverage for any but thi 
poorly-nourished persons. It is too hearty, an 
will cause fever, headache. and biliousness. But 
for children or adults, emaciated or recovering from 
prostrating diseases, it has all the restorative ef- 
fects of wine and cod-liver oil,—it stimulates and

The earliest lectures commence at 7 o’clock in 
the morning. As we come up across the Augus- 
tus-Platz, we bear the bell that marks the hour. 
There are still fifteen minutes to spare, the 
students have so much grace, —all lectures 
beginning a quarter after (which they call the 
academical quarter). Ina moment one sees a 
perfect stream of young men issuing from the 
main entrance, and going across the square in 
every direction,—so exact are the Professors, 
beginning very punctually, and stopping, often 
in the middle of a sentence, at the first stroke 
of the bell. AndI am convinced, moreover ,that 
the Proiessors are quite as tond of a vacation as 
tne students themselyes; for they mvariably 
tinish reading some time before the oilicial close 
of the Semester, and never seem to be in the 
least hurry to recommence. The first of 
the University buildings is the Augus- 
teum,—a long, brown-stone structure, three 
stories high, twenty-five windows on a side. To 
the right is a littie church, called the Pauliner- 
kirche. Here it was that the King of Saxony 
knelt down, on the 16th of October, 1813, during 
the terrible Battle of the N to give 
thanks for the supposed victory of Napoleon, 
while outside the French garrison was shouting

Just above us is the 
Library.—a fair collection, but ioferior, I am 
informed, even to that of Heide berg. Here vu 
the walls are weird, ghastly-looking frescoes, 
similiar to those in Auerbaca's Keller, where 
Goethe took poor Faust, and where he made 
the Devil treat the voung fellows so handsomely. 
This Keller still exists; and oiten enough, when 
we sit of an evening, leauing against the strange- 
ly-paneled columns, in the quaint recesses of the 
vaulted, dimly-ligated cavern, trying to decipher 
the ancient Gerwan text beneath its faded mural 
paintiogs, or drinking the wines of the “* castled 
river,” we mouru the degeneracy of the times, 
and sich tor the magic tabie of Faust!

ROTTERDAM. 

A quiet night on boaru the Claude Hamilton 
brought us to this well-known city. Its aspect 
is verv Dutch indeed. We gota *. und bad 
breakfast at the railroad-station, and endeavor 
to fud our way to the various objects of inter- 
est. One of them isthe Groot Kirk,—great 
church, or cathedral,—whbose vast proportions 
telt of the old Romanist times, while its plain 
interior and whitewashed wails attest the Prot. 
estant innovation. The Dutch language is sv 
near of kin to the German and English 
tongues that we can easily muke out the 
signs and advertisements of the various shops: 
but, when we attempt to make ourselves un- 
derstood, the resembianee avails us little, and 
questions and answers encounter each other in 
an atmosphere of extreme doubt. We do, 
nevertheless, find our way to the principal gal- 
lery of paintings, which is called Boyman’s 
Museum,” in honor of its founder. Here we 
find a valuable and interesting array of Dutch 
masters, such as Both, Bol, Breughel, Cuyp. 
and so on. Some pictures, which represent 
Dutch streets reficcted in Dutch canals, are in- 
teresting from théir high finish and effect. The 
Dutch artist is clearly a most laborivus creature, 
and, whatever may be his economics, he spares 
hunself po pains. His pictures, in ecusequence, 
have a great perfection, and show tLe choice of 
ends and command of means which reward only 
the most patient and exhaustive study. 

Rotterdam looks like a thriving and indus- 
trious city. Its streets are everywhere traversed 
by canals, whose numerous barges attest the 
extent of its business and commerce. Women 
of the working class all wear white caps,—many 
of them wearing also a curious gold ornament, 
made like a corkscrew, on either temple. 
Countrywomen of the better wear caps of 
fine.lace, through which one sees what look 
like a sort of outside skull,—covering the back 
part of the head,—made either oi gold or of 
silver. The cap is also adorned with gold pins, 
often of a very rich pattern, but pl in a very 
tastcless manner.

a city of almost romantic interest. Here we lost 
no time in visiting our Minister,. Mr. Birney, a 
son of the distinguished Anti-Slavery champion 
of that name. The great kindness and atten- 
tion of this friend enabled us to see many things 
during our short stay at the Hague. first 
pleasure was found in a drive to Sche the 
great place of fashionable resort for the Haguers, 
excellent for sea-bathing, and of a most con- 
venient nearness to the town itself. The way 
thither is through a lovely park, thickly shaded 
by fine trees, and enlivened by various cafes 
and summer —— Haif an hour’s drive 
brings us to eveningen, which is a fishing- 
village of some size. The time is early evening, 
and the fish-women in great numbers patrol the 
street. They wear plain linen caps with rich 
old pins, short skirts, and a sort of encyclical 


ustle which gives them the roundness of a bar- 
rel. Passin rough the village, we come 
directlyto the headquarters of fashion. There 


are some good-looking hotels, which are, they 
tell us, very expensive. In one of them, the 
Crown Prince and Princess of Germany are now 
passing some tune. ‘There also are cafes and 
pavilions. Between these buildings and the sea 
is a sort of artificial terrace, upon which grou 
of weli-dressed people walk up and down, the 
music of a good band adding, no doubt, to their 
pleasure. The sea is flat, shore flat; sand, 
sea, and sky are of 
ONE PALE-GRAY HUB. 
There are the many carriages of those who, like 
ourselves, have driven out from the Hague to 
enjoy an hour of cool and quiet gavety. Near 
at hand we find a row of watering-place shops, 
which remind us of those at Oak Biuffs, in our 
own country. 
Next morning my young companion drove 
out again to Scheveningen to enjoy a sea-bath. 
A cumbrous machine, d by a horse, car- 
ried her into the waves. ele a number of 
stout Dutchwomen stood, contending for her 
rson,—cach desiring to seize ber and put her 
hrough the ordeal of the bath.

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RECIPROCITY. 


How the Subject Is Viewed in the 


Dominion--A Disindlination to 
Take Initiatory Steps, 


And a Most Decided Objection to Gis: 


Up the Fishery Claims for 
Reciprocity.

MontTRREAL, Sept. 10.—Since the closing of the 
meeting of the National Board ot Trade, no sub- 


ject has been more generally discussed in Can- 


ada than the resolutions adopted recommend- 
ing an attempt on the part of the American 
Government to reopen negotiations for a new 


treaty of reciprocity. The papers have been 


full of it, the more carefully written considering 


it prudently, the sensational a superficial writ- 
ing after their kind. The appearance of the 
Hon. D. A. Wells’ second paper in the North 
American Review on “How Shall the Nation 
Regain Prosperity” gave an increased activity 
to the consideration of the question, and it is 
the fordmost topic in all serious circles. 

There can be no doubt in the world that 
Canada would benefit largely under a new 
treaty of reciprocity. It is the universal opin- 
ion that now, as the depression is lifting, more 
liberal trade-relations between the two coun- 
tries would permit of an interchange of com- 
modities upon such a scale and basis as would 
tend to mutual profit, and hasten a return of 
prosperity. But it is also felt that Canada is 
now in a far better position to do without reci- 
procity than she was five years ago. In conver- 
sation with some of our best business-men here, 
in Toronto, Halifax; and Quebec, I found 
it te be an impression held almost 
without variance, that the abroga- 
tion of the treaty was actually a biessing 
in disguise. At first it burt many, driving hun- 
dreds out of business and into baukruptcy who 
were unprepared for the suddenness of the 
shock, but it was not long before the worst that 
could be experienced was felt, and then capital 
was given a new direction. 

DURING KECIPROCITY 

Canada mainly exported raw material, which 
she bought back in a manufactured state. Her 
manufacturing industries were lew and far be- 
tween, and were all of a more or less weakly 
character. With reciprocity avrogated, capital 
was applied to manufactures, and there was a 
sudden: and confident spring into industry which 
enabled the Canadians, in many instances, to 
safely compete, on American soil, with 
American producers. The figures, as 
given by the Hon. Mr. Wells in the 
North American Keview of the expansion of 
trade between the two countries during the 
reciprocity period, are quite correct, as refer- 
ence to the trade returns will evidence, but it is 
also true, and Mr. Wells does not appear to be 
aware of it, that the volume of Canadian trade 
steadily increased, even in the year alter the 
treaty was abrogated, until 1873, when the de- 
pression felt allover the world set in. And 
even now, when the Dominion is just only be- 
ginuing to recover from four years of stagna- 
tion,—stagnation not singular to Canada, felt 
as bitterly in the United States,—in fact, the 
volume of the business of the country is greater 
than it was at any time during the existence of 
the treaty. ® 

There have been extraordinary means at 
work, of course, to produce such effects. The 
confederation of the British North American 
Provinces in 1867 changed the nature of the 
trade of the country in a large degree, and made 
it less dependent upon the United States fora 
market. Canadian trade is now no longer 
almost wholly confined to the United States; it 
has, on the other band, stretched out its hands 
to markets of its own. Tne immense mercan- 
tile marine of the maritime provinces is to be 
found in every sea, the carrying trade has 
passed largely to Canadian bottoms, and the 
country has grown independent of any auxiliary 
aid toward transacting her business. In one 
special department, that of 
THE DISPOSAL OF STOCK RAISED IN CANADA, 


the conditions which existed during the treat ym 


have disappeared. Then, it Canadians couid 
not sell their surplus cattle in the United 
States, they could sell them nowhere. Now, 
by the improvements which have been made iu 
navigation, cattle an be shipped, alive or dead, 
from Canadian ports under exceptionally favor- 
able circumstances. The climatw influences on 
this side of the line enable shippers of produce 
of all kinds to reach the European market, and 
there advantageously compete with ail comers. 
New markets have grown up, old necessities 
have died out, and the Canadians are now actu- 
ally far less in need of reciprocity than they 
were when the treaty was negotiated. 

From all that I have heard and read, I cannot 
see that there is any disposition on the part of 
the Canadian people to take initiatory steps. 
They feel that they have been badly treated, 
and it is for this that they cry out for protec- 
tion. The —— is, and has been, that the 
American tariff is a Chinese wall erected against 
Canadian trade, aud there can be no doubt 
that the feeling is such that no Government 
can hope to stand very long which does not 
adopt protection asa platform. Manufacturers 
claim that there is too much reciprocity 
already of the jug-handle order—ali on one 
side—in the 17% per cent duty as 
compared with the ficures of the tariff of the 
United States. Relative or absolute free trade 
between the two countries or a retaliatory tariff 
they can understand, but they cannot compre- 
hend the fairness of admitting an American 
manufactured article into Canada upon a duty 
of 1744 per cent, when the same article, manu- 
factured in Canada and shipped to the United 
States, has to pay an impost of 50 percent. It 
is this sentiment which animates the protection 
cry throughout the country, and is giving the 
conservative party such an amount oi eclat as 
seems likely to curry its leaders to the 
Treasury benches next election. Cana- 
da has,” they say. on several occasions sougnt 
to have reciprocity restored, but has uniformly 
failed to obtain satisfactory terms from the 
United States. As we don’t want reciprocity 
very much now, and our neighbors appear to 
want it, 

LET THEM MAKE THE FIRST APPROACHES, 
and we will see what cau be done.“ This is, I 
can assure you, the prevalent fceling. Last 
week, when a special excursion gotten up by the 
business men of Montreal brought thousands of 
buyers trom the West to our wholesale houses, 
I went diligently to work to talk up the 
subject with a number of the most intelligent 
Western merchants, and 1 found them all of 
this opinion. I may say, en parenthese, that the 
excursion was one of the largest successes Mon- 
treal wholesalers ever took a band in. They had 
gotten their stocks fully sorted up, and, owing 
to cash purchases in Europe, being enabled to 
lay them in cheaply, they brought the Western 
men down and sold them to the tune of mill- 
ions. The whvoiesalers of Toronto, Hamilton, 
and London have nearly all become baidheadcd 
with rage over the new method of competition, 
and the Grand Trunk Railway is being cursed 
all the way from 8 to Detroit. You 
never saw such a time as there is in Montreal. 
The city is tairly wild with business. The Fair 
will be open for a short time longer, and some 
of your Chicago and Illinois people might tind 
it pay to come along and see what the cash- 
buying Montrealers are selling dirt-cheap. 

o recur to reciprocity. There can be no 
more mistaken idea than that the Canadians 
would willingly give up, as the New York our 
nal of Commerce somewhat se supposes, 
their fishery claimsin return for the re-cpact- 
ment of the treaty.

A LONG BATTLE WITH THE SEA. 
New York Tridbyne. 

For more than a bundred years one of the 
most interesting and conspicupus objects to the 
voyager bound up the English Channel has 
been the famous lighthouse built by John smea- 
ton, on the Eddystone Rocks. Lifting its gray 
mass above the turbulent sea near the entrance 
to Plymouth Sound, it has stood for a century 
in the pathway of the world’s commerce, a 
monument of human genius and patience, a 
buast of man’s superiority over the forces of 
nature. But nature has conquered at last. The 
Ecdystone Lighthouse, so long regarded as one 
ol the grandest triumphs of engineering, must 
come down. Atthe recent meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
Mr. J.. N. Douglass, Engineer to Trinity 
House, read a paper explaining the necessity 
for the demolition of this extraordinary work. 
The waves have beaten in vain against Sinea- 
ton’s masonry, but they have actually under- 
mined the rock upou which it stands. “ Based 
on the solid rock is no louger au expression of 
stability. 

The Eddystone Rocks, lying in one of the 
most frequeuted parts oi the channel, and en- 
tirely covered at high water, were long ago re- 
garded among the principal dangers of the En- 
glish coast. The difficulty of erecting a light 
upon them was only overcome after various 
trials and disasters. It is impossible to ap- 
proach the spot except in the most favorable 
weather, and at certain times of the tide, and, 
owing to the exposed situation, near the en- 
trance of the Channel, in the full sweep of the 
Atlantic gales, the sea often rises here to ex- 
treme fury, and the waves dash over the lantern 
at the height of eigiity-live feet. On several 
occasions they have broken the glass. The first 
lighthouse on the Eddystones was begun by 
Henry Winstanley u 1696, and finished in 1696. 
It was a sort of wooden pagoda, on a stone base. 
It stood only four years, being swept away by a 
storm in 1703, and the builder and several work- 
men who had gone off to it forthe purpose of 
making some repairs, perished at the same time. 
No trace of the men was ever found, and not a 
fragment of the 8 remained except a 
few scraps of iron. Bat Winstanley had dem- 
onstrated that a lighthouse could be built on 
this fearful ledge, and Rudyerd accord- 
ingly, who was not a prafessional engincer, 
but a silk-mercer, completed another, 
an ingenious structure of wood and iron, in 1709. 
The wood seems not to have answered very 
weil, but the building lasted until 1735, when it 
took fire one December night in the lantern, 
and the keepers were driven from room to room 
tall they reached the rock, whence (the weather 
being fortunately calm) they were taken off the 
next day. 

Smeaton’s great work, which has since served 
as a type and model for the finest lighthouses 
in the world, was begun in 1756 and finished in 
1759. He secured a maginificent foundation by 
leveling off the gneiss rock in horiz ntal steps, 
so that every course of masonry might rest upon 
a true horizontal bed, and, to protect the 
ground joints still more completely from 
the action of the sea, be caused the lower 
courses to be sunk at least three inches in 
the solid rock, as in a socket. All this 
cutting of the toundation was dove with chisel 
and hammer, lest blasting should loosen the 
rock. The materials used in tae building were 
Portland stoue and granite, laid in bydraulic 
cement. The blocks were a ton and two tons 
in weight, and carefully dovetailed together, 
every course being adjusted on a wooden plat- 
form before the stones were carried to the rock. 
The courses were furthermore connected b 
stone dowels, and the whole firmly clamped. 
To find the best and strongest shape for the 
edifice which had to be buitt upon this founda- 
tion, Smeaton applied to Nature. He imitated 
the trunk ofa tree. The lighthouse tapers 
gracefully to the top, with a slightly concave 
outline, and its base spreads outward as if it 
were rooted in the rock. The upper part was 
originally of wood, out being burned in 1770 it 
was rebuilt of stone. 

The enormous difficulties encountcred in the 
execution of this work, the ingenuity and per- 
severance dispiaved in overcoming them, and 
the full particulars of the pian—one of the most 
skillful combination of elements of stability ev- 
er devised—are well descrjbed in Smeaton’s 
„Narrative“; and in spite of the progress that 
has since been made in mechanics, the Eddy- 
stone Lighthouse has never ceased to be the 
pride of every Englishman, and one of the mar- 
vels of engineering. If it now must be de- 
stroyed, the nation will have the consolation of 
knowing that a better building can be erected in 
its place. Although the sea beats in vain

against its walls, it cannot be re- 
garded any longer as a lighthouse of 
the first rank. There are some modern im- 


provements which cannot be applied to it. 
Sciencé has discovered how to throw a light so 
far that a building of considerably greater 
height than this is now required to give the 
proper range. A fog-signal of the largest kind 
seems also to be needed in this position, and 
Smeaton’s structure is too confined to hold it. 
But it is proposed, when the tower is destroyed, 
to put the stones together again and leave them 
as a monument on the coast. It wouid be an 
excellent thing to do. The model light- 
house should stand there, as a memorial of a 
great engineer and an impressive reminder of 
the weakness and littleness of man when he 
battles with the elements.

A REGISTER OF DRAMS. 
Dispatch to New York Heraid. 

RicumonD, Va., Sept. 8.—The Moffet register, 
oa “bell punch,” as it has been improperly 
called, is now afixed fact, and on Monday it 
will go into operation in every saloon in this 
city where alcoholic and malt liquors are sold. 
It was stubbornly fought from its very incep- 
tion ; first in the Legislature, and afterward in 
the courts, its opponents (the liquor-dealers) 
receiving a final quietus to-day in the dissolu- 
tion of an injunction obtained against the regis- 
ter in the United States Circuit Court. The law 
under which it operates provides for a tax of 
two and a half cents on all alcoholic beverages 
drunk, and half a cent on all malt beverages 
sold. ‘This will necessitate an increase of the 
price of whisky drinks from 10to 15 cents, and 
a probable diminution of the size of lager-beer 
glasses to prevent the loss of the half cent to 
the saloon-keeper. It is estimate that in this 
city alone the amount of revenue to be derived 
from it will exceed $175,000 per annum, and 11 
anvthing like the expectations of the projectors 
of the register are realized it will bring 
the State Treasury $750,000 avear. The res- 
ister is a plain apparatus about the size 
of a small cigar-box, with a gas-meter dial 
on the front and a crank in the rear. Inside is 
the necessary machinery to register eacn drink, 
aud a gong which, with each revolution of the 
crank, gives notice of the fact. There is no 

unch about it, that idea having originated 


rom its similarity to the car-—bell-punch. 
The barkeepers and liquor-dealers are greatly 
excited at the success of the register. They are 
violently o to it, and threaten to defeat 


every candi ate for the Legislature who will not 
vote for the repeal of the law. Its operation 
comes in at a very opportune moment, when 
there is not acent in the State Treasury, ana 
while the State authorities are trying to negoti- 
ate a loan of $100,000 te carry on the State Gov- 
erument. Five hundred registers are ready in 
the bands of the State Auditor, to go into opera- 
tion on Monday, and the entire State can be 
supplied in a few days. The novelty of its 
operation was tested while the late Staté Con- 
vention was in session, and it is regarded asa 
success. ,

Farmers have six weeks’ more. time for 
farm work in both fall and spring than iu North- 
ern Illinois, aud during the winter there is 
nothing except the rainsto preveut out-door 
work in clearing land, fencing, ete., tobe carried 
on continuously. 

The summers are long but tot excessively hot, 
not reaching so high a temperature as is fre- 
quentiy the case at the North. 

This being a timbered country, the rainfall, as 
might be expected, is abundant, but not ex- 
cessive, as shown by the following table:

The prevailing diseases, as might be expected, 
are of a bilious character, taking the form of 
bilious-Intermittent fever. These are much 
more prevalent in the low, rich bottom lands 
than in the uplands or hill country, and it is 
very questionable whether it would be prudent 
or safe for Northern men to settle on these low 
lands,—certainly not till they had become ina 
measure acclimated. In any case, Northern 
families might expect to pass through more or 
less of a process of acclimation, and have some 
experience of chills and fever, which may be ex- 

more or less in any new country, and 
which we experienced even in Minnesota. 

Much sickness, if not the greater part, in the 
case of new settlers could be avoided by proper 
care in the mode of living and avoidance of ex- 
posure to storms or ve beat until accli- 
mated. The people whom I have seen living 
upon their farms certainly in their appearance 
give evidence of good health. | 

' PUBLIC DEBT. 

The public debt of the State is large, and will 
require the careful and prudent husbanding of 
its resources to provide forits interest and its 
final extinguishment. This seems to be fully 
appreciated by the present Administration. 
The rate of taxation, State and county, is about 
I per cent on a fair valuation. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Provision is made for a system of free schools 
throughout the State, but except in the cities 
and larger towns, they are few, and maintained 
for but a portion of the year. The one thing 
lacking is the people—as schools cannot be 
built up and sustained in sparscly-settied dis- 
tricts. So far as I can see there is 
an appreciation of their importance, and 
a willingness to submit to any reasona- 
ble rate of taxation for their support. 
The City of Little Rock, with a population of 
about 21,000, supports twenty-five schools of a 
high order. Of these, one-third are colored, as 
the State law provides for separate schools for 
the white and colored. . 

HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. 
Under a law of the State $500 in value of per- 
sonal property to-be selected by the owner is 
exempt from execution for debt, and ju the 
country a homestead of eighty acres, or ina 
village or city one of one acre, irrespeetive of 
its value, or the improvements upon it, is ex- 
empted from all claims except for the purchase 
money, or any portion of the same.

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TEXAS. 
A CHANCE FOR AGRICULTURAL LABORERS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 1 

Lreertry Hu, Williams Co., Tex., Sept. 6.— 
The condition of the labor market in Texas can 
be stated in brief space, and the statement will 
show the chances for willing hands, whether of 
men or women, that are open to the unem- 
ployed of the North. And to account for the 
present condition of things, as they will anpear 


thing of the Texas soils and climate. The 
coast lands and lower river bottoms are 
sugar and cotton lands; rich, low, biack, 
and unhealthy. Next- above the sugar 
lands, and running far back aiong the 
river bottoms is the cotton and corn region. In 
this region the uplands are usually bealthy 
enough, but the bottom lands are deep, black 
soils, subject more or less to overflow, and are 
liable to ciuills and fevers (black and rich lands 
may be found anywhere in the State, but are 
not unhealthy where they are high or roiling). 
The bigher central, northern, western, and 
northwestern portions of the State are the grain- 
growing regions, being an intermixture of um- 
ber and rolling prairie and of different soils, the 
black perhaps predominatang, and with a climate 
that ior salubrity is unsurpassabie. 

The whole of Texas was once a cattle-grow- 
ing region, over wich from year’s end to year’s 
end immense herds roamed im the fattest kind 
of freedom. And still cattle are raised toa 
profit everywhere; but the great herds have 
been driven by toe encroachments of the plow 
and the fence mto the great plains of the west- 
ern portion of the State. I have spoken uf the 
west @ belonging to the grain-growing region, 
and so it does by location and climate im all but 
its greater liability to drought. To farm 1 
would not advise a settiement far west of the 
Colorado River. All that vast region is uncer- 
tain in its rainfall and water supply, and should 
be given up to the cattle and sheep. 
these belts, as I have named them, are the nat- 
ural divisions, as to product, ma general way, 
and still corn rans through them ali, and cotton 
ean be raised almost anywhere. But the sugar- 
region on one border and the small graius on 
the other make marked lines. Another fact 
should be noticed: the winters are only in 
name, and very little provision has to be made 
for them, the vast majority ef all live stock in 
the State never tasting anything provided for 
its support by humau effort. 

Now, with such a soil and such a climate as 
ours, where man can be as lazy as he pleases 
and still hive, it isn’t verv strange if he pleases 
to be pretty badly afflicted in that way. And 
he ihe 4 iy | the common laborer, who is a 
negro,—and under almost any (Southeru) circum- 
stances the tiegro is greatly given to shortening 
both ends of the day and cutting a large slice in 
the middle. And he will do so. nine times in 
ten, if be cap and stil) live. ; 

e are a good man German and Swede la- 
bo in the State, and a few other white men 
who hire upon farms. But the German and the 
Swede prefer to work for their own coun- 
trymen, and are commen laborers but 
for a little at mosi; for 
they become land-renters and land-owners, and 
are employers instead of employes. Generally 
t is reckoned as the common laburer 
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depend upon 
meet his bills. Now it he can make his labor 
contracts so that his payments shall be in part in 
stock h, e can cultivate more and employ more 
help than he will venture to do otherwise. 

At present a majerity of laborers prefer to 
go unemployed rather than to take a borse, an 
ox, or a cow iu wages, even though they will 
be glad of ateam for next year’s cropping and 
milk for next year’s housekeeping. 

In few words, the agricultural portions of 
Texas need more and better laborers,—men 
and women who know how and are willing to 
work, and who have the sence to see thavit is for 
their interest to have steady employment and 
upon such terms as will secure it.

New Oruzans, Sept. 7.—Some time ago a 
friend of mine, Mr. Samuel B. Hoefgen, residing 
near Crawfordsville, Ind., sent to me among 
other papers a copy of your Saturday edition, 
in which I noticed @ communication from a 
workingman deprecating the urging of work- 
ers to go into the country to seek homes and 
labor on farms, and one of his main points of 
argument was that peonle in such condition 
cannot raise money enough to go, not to speak 
of means of subsistence or to purchase lands 
for homes, and I believe he asked for informa- 
tion and advice. 

I would respectfully call attention to the fact 
that Louisiana is the garden State of the South, 
and none other fur os so many requisites or 
so wide a choice of soil, climate, and varied 
productions. It has not only all that is claimed 
for Florida, but more, has richer soil,—upland 
and lowland,—and its salubriouspess is unsur- 
passed. Plenty of ready cleared land in al- 
ready settled communities, which the formerly 
wealthy proprietors are anxious to lease or sell 
on favorable terms at less rates than wild land, 
can be had on the bounds of civilization, all 
readily and quickly accessible by rail and water 
to market and abroad, with mail and other 
facilities not attainable in the wild West, and 
lands upon which several crops a year can be 
raised, and a land of almost r verdure 
and equabie climate, free from local diseases, 
and seldom now afflicted imported diseases 
from more careful quarantine aod more ascien- 
tific knowledge of prevention and checking. 
Epidemic disease, formely imported from the 
tropic zone and carried by intercourse to in- 
terior towns aud are things of the pest. 

A warm-hearted community will cheerfully 
and gladly welcome immigrants, especially from 
tue West, seeking busiuess or homes, no matter 
what their political sentiments may be, pro- 
vided they are decent, respectable, and law- 
abiaing, and do not seek to stir up strife and 
ili-feeling between the naturally-ducile negroes 
and their friends and former owners for polſti al 
ends. The negroes are lazy and shiftless, and, 
deprived of tne former care bestowed on them 
have little natural merease, and, like the red 
men, are fading away. 

I will also here take occasion to reply to the 
query in your*Home department of Saturday, 
Sept. 1, under the head ot Mild Climate,” 
signed “My Wife and L” They will find in 
Louisiana all they seek, and more. Let them

Lonpon, Aug. 23.—The summer-sunshine, 
falling indolently upon the sombre tiles and 
smoke-stained walls of the city, has at length 
imparted somewhat of its quies spirit to the 
streets, that are ordinarily so crowded and tur- 
bulent. These few weeks that are now passing 
are not by any means the least pleasant of the 
year to the majority of Londoners. I do not re- 
fer now to that very insignificant portion of 
tha population residing in the West End, in 
vast and ugly mansions, whose gardens are hid- 
den behind still more hideous brick fences, or- 
namented by ferocious bits of broken glass. 
These people are not here; they have scattered 
to the four winds,—to Scotland, Wales, and 
the various watering-places by the seaside and 
on the Continent, and the prisons which they 
call houses are all locked and shuttered. Buj 

THE REAL INHABITANTS— 

the separate atoms of humanity who go to make 
up the enormous organism of London—are still 
revolving in their respective circles, and fre- 
quenting the same haunts upon which their 
eyes opened at birth, and where they will be 
elosed in death. The city clerk, with his black 
satchel under his arm, starts in the morning 
from his home, passing along the same streets, 
crossing the same squares, turning the same 
corners, pluuging down the same narrow lane 
and through the same court, enters 
the same shop, which he has reached 
at the same hour daily tor the 
last twenty, thirty, or forty years. And yet he 
is a nomad compared with others, who seldom 
travel out of their particular neighborhood, ex- 
cept to walk out to Regent’s Park, perhaps, on 
a Sunday. One day, not long ago, I hunted up 
my old quarters, where I spent a few happy 
weeks when in London four yearsago. I con- 
fess to a feeling of surprise as I turned a corner 
and saw, standing on the same spot, in the mid- 
dle ef the street, where I saw her last, a fe- 
crepit old woman,—ber hands folded across her 
breast, and her eyes apparently raised heaven- 
ward, but really on a sharp lookout for pennies, 
—mumbling the same vid song that she used to 
sing those years ago.

A DROWSY EFFECT 

upon even the aborigmes of London. T here ifs 
less stir and noise along the thoroughfares, and 
one frequently, in the daytime, has the foot- 
path to himself on the Strand,—that is, for a 
short distance. There would be still fewer 
signs of life if the authorities did not tak e ad- 
vantage of the dull season to repair the pave- 
ments,—an enormous work, as anyone can 
realize who knows anything about L ondon 
streets. Although there is a perfect maze of 
lanes and courts leading from everywhere to 
nowhere, there are practically not half-a-dozen 
thoroughfares east of Charing Cross and Ke- 
gent Circus; and, when one of these is 
blocked, the confusion may be imagined. 
The civic authorities have been lately put- 
ting down a wooden pavement on Fleet street, 

all vehicles going east and west to the City 
have been obliged to makea detour of fully half 
a mile around by way of Hoiborn,—all the inter- 
vening passages be too narrow for general 
use. Wooden pavements, by the way, are just 
beginning to find public favor, and are rapidl 
superseding the old round-cornered stones. It 
takes the English people a long time to find out 
anything, -. when they once adopt it, they 
stick to it. They here not yet learned to ap- 
preciate the Puliman car, although the latter 
have been in use on the Midland Road for 
several years.

The workingmen are not their best friends. 
One of the Conservative newspapers, the other 
day, advocated the abolition of Bank-Holidays, 
—devoting two columns to an argument that 
the poor people of London would be better off 
without a day of recreation, because they were 
only toc apt to spend money on that occasion 
which ought to be saved and invested im the 
bank. Was it not @ paltry plea? Yet the 
paper was but echoing a. prevailing 
sentiment among the upper classes; only the 
real cause Of that desire was not expressed in 
the editorial. The aristocracy are opposed to 
holidays becadse they interfere with their own 
plans and pleasures. Only on the last Bank- 
Holiday a lady friend of mine was bewailing be- 
cause Everybody has to stay at home to-day, 
you know.”’

An Argument for the Remonetiza- 
tion of Silver. 


Speech of the Hon. Alphonso 
Taft, of Ohio, 


Delivered at fandusky on Thursday 
Evening, Sept. 13, 1877. > 


Fe.iow-Crrizens: If all laws prescribing the 


gold and silver would still be the practical meas- 
ures of values for the world, as they were before 


coinage began, when Abraham weighed to 
Ephron the silver, the price paid for the cave 
of Machpelah,” and as they are now in China, 
where silver is the only currency, and passes by 
weight, without regard to its form or coinage. 
Their indestructible and brilliant qualities, their 
convenient divisibility, their rareness for other 
uses, and yet their sufficiency for a medium of ex- 
change, and the utter want of any other metal or 
material fitted for a universal currency, have long 
since fixed their destiny, and every attempt by leg - 
islation to pervert or defeat that destiny has beens 
signal failure. Accumulated by the mining indus- 
try of ages, they now exist asareliable and con- 
stant measure of the values of all other property 
in the world. Our ideas of pecuniary values 
have originated in them, in their quality, and the 
cost of producing them. How poorly the political 
world appreciates the universal blessing which 
Providence has furnished to mankind. The quan- 
tity of these metals that has been made available 
by the labor of man, im all time, and which 
now remains in use, amounts to not far from ten 
thousand millions of dollars, is almost equaily 
divided between gold and silver. As coins they 
are durable. Rust doth not corrupt them.” They 
are convenient, and every coin isa medal. Coins 
have brought to our time important hi facts 
from remote antiquity, and still have been con- 
tinualiy used as a trae and convenient measure 
of values. If the quantity of these precious 
tals, a t time, instead of being ten 
thousand millions of dollars, had been but five 
thousand millions, the prices of ali property would 
have been less. Not that the precious metals are 
equal in value to the total of all other forms of 
vajue, nor that the reduction of the entire amount 
would necessarily reduce the ony of all proper- 
ty in the exact proportion of that redaction, but 
that prices do very largely depend upon the quan- 
tale, and their distribution 


These metais have a use for which they seem to 
have been divinely set apart. They perform the

Gold and silver have, therefore, held their own 
with a nearly ratio till the present cen- 


tary.

Up to that time spe had, like the rest of 
the world, used the double standard of gold and 
silver. Th uspension of specie r con- 
tinued about twenty-five years.

My impression has been taat, while that measure 
was brought about by the aristocratic wealth of En- 
gland, and was pecuniarily beneficial to what has 
been called the plutocracy, when the resumption 
in gold came, it was not beneficial to the English 
people. Nor can I suppose that. while England 
stood alone in her exclusion of silver, her position 
seriousiy affected the value of that metal. It ro-

REMONETIZATION. 

Whether silver shall be remonetlzed and on what 
terms have become questions of paramount im- 
— to the country, in view ef the approach 
ug resumption of specie payments. I am deeided- 
ly in favor of complete remoneti andof tue 
coinage of the silver dollar, containing, as it hes 
done since 1872, 71M grains of pare silver. Th 
subject has been discussed by many lea 
writers, philosophers, banke politicians, 
orators of this and other countries. It of na- 
tional! and of internationa! importance. 
the convenience of exchange between different 
countries, aga the relation between debtors and 
creditors, whether individual or national. Inread- 
ing any author u thie subject it is necessary to 
observe the standpoint of interest from which he 
9 and the interest of the country to which he 

ongs. 

Ihave said that the ideas of the value of prop- 
erty depended u the quantity of the precious 
metals. Silver contributed as much to the 
standard of values as gold. It has contributed to 
the world’s, stock of coin nearly one-half. Fora 
large partof the history of the world more than 
one half, and the present time it dees not fall far 
below it. Although a much larger amount of silver 
is used in the arte, yet when we take into consid- 
eration the vast populations of Asia, who use silver 
as their only currency, and the several countries of 
Europe & South America that use silver as their 
only standard, or the double standard of silver and 
gold, and the estimated amonnts of silver coin ex- 
isting in those countries, it is clear that in the 
aggregate silver contributes nearly one-half of the 
currency in circulation at the pres- 
ent time. The population of the countries 
which have the silver standara alone is much 
greater than those that have the gold standard 
alone, and, in fact. greater than both those that 
have the gold standard alone, and those that have 
the double standard; including as they do ail the 
populous nations of Asia, and Australia, and Rus- 
sia in Europe. Butthe more commercial nations 
of Great Britain, Germany. and the United States 
are now ranked among those that bave the gold 
standard alone. France still retains the double 
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standard.
